There are occasions when a whale 
will turn on the vessel, lashing it 
with its huge tail and perhaps tear- 
ing away a section of rail, or damag- 
ing the superstructure, Often, too, it 
will surface directly under the ship 
and damage the rudder and propeller. 

The weight of a whale is comput- 
ed roughly as one ton for each foot 
of length, which means that a 60- 
foot whale weighs approximately 60 
tons—no slight weight on the end of 
an oversize fishing line! 

Reeling in such an animal by an 
electric power winch requires nice 
judgment on whether the tackle will 
hold, and when it does not, the whale 
is off with a broken line and the ship 
again goes in pursuit, 

Once the whale is alongside the 
ship, dead, its flukes are trimmed to 
make towing easier, the ship's initial 
is carved in its tail as mark of own- 
ership and notches made in the tail 
to indicate the number of harpoons 
the animal carries. 

Then, unless it is to be hauled im- 
mediately to the mooring buoy, the 
whale is filled with air from a hose 
running to the compressor in the en- 
gine room to keep it buoyant and 
floating while hunting continues, 

A bamboo pole with a red flag on 
it is planted in the whale's back so 
it may be kept in sight. and picked 
up later, and the killer ship is off 
again on the sea’s greatest adven- 
ture,

Method Of 
Catching Fish 


SEATTLE.—You're all invited over 
to salmon dinner in three or four 
years. We'll let you know when the 
first big lunker comes splashing home 
to our kitchen sink, 

We aren’t going to catch 'em with 
a hook and line, nor even a net. 
That's too old-fashioned, slow and in- 
efficient (especially the way we fish). 
We're going to train them, 

Go ahead and laugh. While you're 
killing yourself with mirth we'll be 
digging our ditches, and when our 
salmon come home you won't be in- 
vited. 

We know it will work, because Dr. 
Lauren Donaldson, professor of fish- 
eries at the University of Washing- 
ton, says it will. This spring he open- 
ed the gates of a pool at the School 
of Fisheries and released about 26,- 
000 yearling silver salmon into Port- 
age Bay. These youngsters swam 
out through Lake Union to Puget 
Sound, 

Born in a fish hatchery and raised 
in the pool, these silvers will come 
back home in the autumn of 1951 
and Dr. Donaldson will be there to 
open the gates and let them in, Next 
month he plans to release about 40,- 
000 young chinook salmon, which 
will be back in three to four years. 

Dr, Donaldson was surprised that 
we were surprised, Sure it will work, 
he said—it’s been done before. “Only 
thing we have to worry about is 
whether our homing salmon will get 
by the sport and commercial fisher- 
men, They'll come back to the pool 
if they possibly can.” 

And to think of all the time we've 
wasted in a rowboat!

Typhoid Checked 
By Chloromycetin 


Chloromycetin is a very satisfac- 
tory drug for the treatment of ty- 
phoid fever, it is reported from Ma- 
gog, Que., by Doctors G. W. Wood, 
J. Alan Scott and J. R. Bogert in 
the Canadian Medical Association 
Journal, 

They reported 12 cases treated 
successfully following an outbreak 
among persons in the Magog district 
or who had been visiting in the lo- 
cality, From their experience in 
these cases, the three doctors state 
that dosages should probably be two 
to two and one-half grams per day 
for adults, and one to one and one- 
half grams for children—given in di- 
vided doses in both cases. 

There was no reaction to the drug 
of any undesirable sort and patients 
taking the drug felt well and ate a 
full diet after temperature had re- 
turned to normal. Normal tempera- 
ture had been achieved in the vari- 
ous cases from the third to the 10th 
day.

Garden 
Notes ° 


For A Healthy Garden 


The cleaner and healthier a garden 
the less liable it is to be attacked by 
pests. Frequent cultivation and prop- 
- wore of plants is most impor- 
ant, 

A little chemical fertilizer, special- 
ly recommended for the garden, will 
also help to keep plants robust. As 
this may burn if it comes in direct 
contact with roots or leaves it should 
be applied carefully and according to 
directions. 

Fringes about the flower or vege- 
table garden should not be neglected. 
If weeds are allowed to thrive here 
they will spread. In any case they 
are liable to harbor a lot of insects 
and other pests which will give 
trouble at the first opportunity, If 
possible trim with mower or scythe, 
or at least spray with some chemi- 
cal weed killer. 

Another precaution is to have a 
sprayer or dust-gun handy and the 
chemicals to use with them, It is a 
simple matter to control bugs or 
disease if one counter-attacks at the 
first sign, 


Still Time For Planting 


There are all sorts of vegetables 
and flowers, both seeds and plants, 
that can still be started in most parts 
of Canada, Beans, beets, carrots, 
spinach, lettuce and corn are in this 
category. Many experienced garden- 
ers make a practice of planting these 
regularly up to the first week in July. 
Where a long, open fall is assured 
and the summer weather not too hot, 
even peas can be included. With 
flowers it is advisable to get well- 
started plants. -A little extra culti- 
vation, chemical fertilizer and per- 
haps some watering during dry 
weather will push any late plantings 
along quickly. 


They May Need Support 


Tall plants and those with big, 
heavy flowers should be supported or 
they are liable to go down just when 
approaching their most beautiful de- 
velopment. Winds and heavy rains 
can wreak havoc with such things. 
For bushy flowers like peonies, wire 
bent in the shape of a hoop and sup- 
ported about a foot or so from the 
ground is excellent. For slender, 
taller plants such as tomatoes, dah- 
lias, delphiniums, three to six foot 
stakes are recommended. These can 
be stained green or brown and won't 
be noticeable. In tying plants to 
these, very soft twine or special raf- 
fia or ties are used. The main thing 
is to support firmly without binding 
the soft plant too tightly,
